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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record does not teach reconfigurable digital filer having multiple 
filtering modes, including an X-by-Y array of register for supporting at least one first filtering 
mode using the registers arranged in a linear configuration having at least two rows of the 
array of registers coupled together to form a single linear shift register and for supporting at 
least one second filtering mode using the reisters arranged nonlinearly, and mode selection 
circuitry for switching the filter between the multiple filtering modes.
